Business  was  rather  better  last  fall  than  we  anticipated  and,  as  a  consequence,  many  varieties  usually 
includ.ed  in  our  general  illustrated  list  were  sold  up  so  closely  that  we  cannot  risk  our  usual  unlimited  offer. 
Of  the  following  varieties  we  only  have  available  some  five  or  six  hundred  plants  of  each  kind.  Orders  for 
them  will  be  filled  only  so  long  as  our  present,  properly  matured,  first  class  plants  last.  Late  orders  received 
after  these  plants  have  been  sold  must  either  be  declined  or  carried  on  back  order  for  fall  planting. 


ARTEMISIA,  SILVER  KING 


The  startling  new  Southernwood  and  absolutely  the 
best  of  the  decorative  plants.  The  white-leaved  foliage 
makes  the  plant  look  as  though  it  were  made  of  frosted 
silver,  which  gleams  in  the  sunlight,  producing  a  color 
contrast  which  can  be  secured  with  no  other  plant.  It 
makes  the  most  wonderful  bouquets  either  alone  or  in 


combination  with  other  flowers.  If  cut  just  before  the  first 
frost  and  put  in  a  vase  without  water,  it  will  last  for 
months  throughout  the  winter.  We  can  suggest  nothing  as 
useful  either  for  the  garden  or  for  the  house.

For  picturesque,  stately  beauty.  Foxglove  is  not  to  be 
surpassed  by  any  plant.

A  magnificent  new  strain  of  perennial 
Foxgloves  created  by  the  Rev.  W.  Wilkes  in  England,  which 
produces  plants  6  to  7  feet  tall  with  gorgeous  flower 
heads  over  3  feet  long.  The  individual  flowers  are  colored 
white,  pink,  and  rosy  red,  attractively  dotted  with  chocolate 
and  crimson.

Painted  Daisies  grow 
freely  in  any  ordinary  garden  soil,  and  in  order  to  secure 
size,  brilliancy  and  number  of  flowers,  plenty  of  ordinary 
well-rotted  manure  may  be  added  to  well-trenched,  well- 
drained  soil,  and  plenty  of  water  may  be  given  when  they 
are  in  bud  in  the  dry  summer  months.  Our  plants  are  of 
the  famous  Kelway  strains. 

ATROSANGUINEU3I.  A  new  Painted  Daisy  with  larger 
flowers  than  the  older  type.  There  are  no  whites  or  pinks 
in  this  race;  the  colors  are  all  shades  of  vivid  and  brilliant 
red  and  crimson.  Introduced  for  the  first  time  in  the 
United  States,  we  know  it  will  achieve  the  same  tremendous 
success  it  had  in  England  last  year.
